SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled International Club Volume 27Number 11 is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The magazine predominantly contains material of a sexual nature, including numerous 
photographs of female nudity and implied sexual activity, and explicit descriptions of 
sexual activity. The magazine also contains numerous advertisements for telephone 
sex and other sexually related services. 

Several of these advertisements contain photographs of women, posing in a 
provocative manner and dressed in school uniforms, which are accompanied by 
sexually explicit text referring to sexual activity involving school girls. One 
advertisement contains an illustration of a girl in a school uniform being spanked on 
the buttocks by a man. Other advertisements explicitly describe sexual activity 
between school teachers and school pupils. Some other advertisements contain 
references to the use of urine in association with sexual activity using terms such as 
“watersports”. While some of these references are indirect, their true meaning is still 
readily apparent especially within the sexualised context in which they occur. 
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The magazine has a primary purpose of sexually arousing its readers. The 
advertisements are intended to be exciting and appealing to the reader and in part 
cater to people with a sexual interest in school girls and/or an interest in the use of 
urine in association with sexual conduct. These advertisements validate these 
interests. The effect of these advertisements is that the reader is encouraged to be 
sexually aroused by school-aged girls and by sexual activity involving the use of urine. 
The presence of these advertisements, in this sexualised context, therefore has the 
overall result that the magazine tends to promote and support both the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes and the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct, as outlined under s3(2)(a) and s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act overrides si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with the rights and freedoms contained in si4 of the NZBR Act. 
Consequently the publication is deemed objectionable. 
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
